Records concerning the BCCI and its principals 
delineated in the enclosed principals list will be reviewed to 
determine if the FBI developed information concerning these 
persons or entities, what subsequent investigation by the FBI 
ensued, and note any dissemination to other intelligence agencies 
of such information. Investigation or subsequent dissemination 
of information received by the FBI from other intelligence 
agencies will be similarly reviewed. 


(3) U.S. Pérsons are not to be the focus of this 
review except in instances where they may be in contact with, or 
associates of, foreign intelligence services or international 
terrorist organizations. 


(4) The FBI will determine if and to what extent. it 
had a relationship with BCCI or any of its principals in support : 
of undercover, counterintelligence, or EOXRECEEEEHOBNET 
operations. 


The eect Crimes (WCC) Section, CID, is 
conducting an exhaustive review of field and FBIHQ files 
concerning the BCCI. and its principals in support of the pending 
criminal inVestigation and to respond to a separate Congressional 
inquiry.

The Committee has tasked our audit and investigations staff 
to conduct an investigation of intelligence or operational —— — —. 
relationships between the U.S. intelligence community and the Bank .. 
of Credit and Commerce International ECCI) This review is 
rompted by recent media reports regarding such intelligence 
community relationships with BCCI and/or its principals (e.g., 
officers, stockholders, directors, senior managers, consultants). 


It is our intention to have the staff systematically review 
all aspects of FBI intelligence.or operational relationships. with 
BCCI, including financial aspects of operational activities, which 
are within the Committee's oversight responsibility. We ask your 
cooperation in providing us access to the appropriate FBI 
documentation which will reflect the nature and extent of any 
FBI/BCCI relationship that may be within the scope of our inquiry. 
We will also want to interview any FBI personnel who have been 
directly involved in such an intelligence or operational ' 
relationship with BCCI. We request the assistance. of the 
Assistant Director for the i a Division in obtaining. this 
information. 


We. hope that, as usual, our staffs can work cooperatively to 
balance security concerns with our needs to have sufficient access
